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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 10, 1 1 , 12 and 23. Amendment to the specification to add the reference 
character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) is required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 

omission amounting to a gap between the necessary stmctural connections. See 

MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted stmctural cooperative relationships are: the relation 

between the spokes and the wheels of the device. It is unclear from the disclosure what 
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types of additional exercises can be performed with the device moving on wheels and 
how the device is to be used to perfomn these additional exercises, for example whether 
the spokes turn the wheels in response to pulling the handles, or whether movement on 
wheels is completely independent of the chain/spoke assembly. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-23 and 25 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Zinkin (U.S. Pat. No. 4685670) describes a tension exercise 
device with springs connected to a metal rod and pulleys. Hawthorne (U.S. Pat. No. 
1409103) describes a wheeled device utilizing a handlebar and rope connected via a 
pulley to a chain with sprockets. Keskitalo (U.S. Pat. No. 5690346) describes a wheeled 
device with cables and pulleys connected to sprockets and a chain to create the drive 
mechanism for a two-wheeled vehicle.
